I he  Fire  Patrol  has  set  up  and  used  a traffic  system  in  which  each  building  has  been 
evacuated  in  no  more  than  two  minutes.  The  timing  for  the  evacuation  ranges  from  fifty 
seconds  for  the  annex  to  two  minutes  for  the  main  building.  Fire  extinguishers  are  located  in 
each  building  for  control  of  minor  fires,  and  fire  drills  arc  held,  one  each  month,  for 
practice. 

The  aims  of  the  patrol  are:  to  direct  the  evacuation  of  all  the  students  from  all  buildings 
in  the  shortest  possible  time;  to  be  ready  to  fight  and  control  any  small  fire  in  any  build- 
ing; to  conduct  regular  drills  throughout  the  school  year;  and  to  call  the  fireman  and  direct 
the  pupils  from  the  building  in  an  orderly  fashion  in  case  of  fire.
